British Charges Read. 

Hugh O'Beirne, of the British emDas- 
Sy, agent of Great Britain before the 
{international commission, read the 
charges, which consist of seventeen spe- 
cifications. minutely setting forth the at- 
tack on the Hull fishing fleet. It was 
specifically declared that no Japanese 
torpedo boats and no warships whatever 
were among the fishing fleet, and that 
ne Japanese warships were anywhere in 
the North sea, 

Baron Tauke read the Ruasilan reply. 
which specifically declared that two 
strange boats approached the Russian 
equadron, which the searchlight, dis- 
closed to be torpedo boats. Thereon fire 
Was opened, the torpedo poats moving 
off and later disappearing. The Rus- 
eian statemént further asserted that Ad- 
miral Rojestvensky was absolutely obliged 
to act as he did in order to destroy. 
the torpedo boats which had attacked his 
equadron. 

The principal charges of the British 
statement follow: 

"<n the night In question there were 
not any warsenips whatever in the nefgn- 
borhood of the fishing fleet except those 
of the Russian navy, 

“No warships had been seen by the 
fishing boats since a long time previous. 

“None of the boats making up the fish- 
ing fleet carried any kind of materia) of 
war. 

“No Japanese warship of any kind 
whatever was at that moment in the 
North sea, 

‘here were not any Japanese upon 


~ the fishing doats. 


‘The Russian fire continued after their 
gearchiights clearly showed the vessels 
mere peaceful fishing boats. 

“None of the Russian ships gave or 
even offered assistanne 

‘“I'he fire kified two men, wounded 61x, 
gank one boat and damaged five others.” 

The statement concludes that the at- 
tack was without any provocation upon 
Picific fishing boats pursuing thelr usual 
@md rightful avoration. 

Reply Made by Wussians. 

The following are the principal points 
ofr the NMussian repty: 

“At ubout midnight the flagship Kniaz 
Souvaroff saw the outlines of two Small 
boats which approached with great 
apeed with all ‘ights 
rectly toward the battle ships, 


“When the two suspicious bouts came , 


within rangs of the Russian searchiights 
they were recognized torpedo ‘boats, 
Ihereon the battle ships opened fire. 

‘““phereafter a number of smal] fishing 
Doats not showing the required 
were observed. Precautionary measures 
were adopted nevertheless. There was 
a strong feeling of danger upon the bat- 
tie ships ‘and the duty of protecting them- 
selves againat the attuck of torpedo boats 
obliged a continuance of the fire, de- 
apite the evident risks of hitting not only 
the shipping boats, but also the shipe 
of the squadron itself which hai arrived 
within the zone cf fire. 

“in the meantime the two torpedo boats 
Grew off and shortly after disappeared. 
Fearing that some of the fishing boats 
were damaged, yet being certain that 
all danger from the two torpeijo boats 
or possibly ovhers was not completely 
ramoved, Admiral Nojeatvensky consid- 
ered it Indwpensanie ToT the entire squad- 
ron to continue its Poute without stop- 
ping. 

“Admiral Rojestvensky, while taking 
into acount the damage caused to in- 
offensive fishermen, subjects of a neutral 
power, wae nevertheless compelled to use 
all the means in hig power to cestroy 
the torpedo boasts which attacked his 
squadron.”

With the exception of one man 
named Romanoff, who was severely 
wounded, they all escaped with contus» 
sions. An inquiry is being cinducted 
by the Grand Duke Sergius Michaelo- 
vitch, inspector general of artillery. It 


has not yet been established whether it | 


was an accident or was due to premedli- 
tation.” 

The winter palace stands on what 
may be termed the mainiand of the city 
of St. Petersburg and faces the great 
Neva river. Directly opposite the pal- 
ace is a point of land which marks the 
junction of the great Neva with the 
little Neva. On this point is the bourse, 
the custom house and other buildings. 
The point is joined to the mainland neur 
the winter palace by the palace bridge. 
On an ‘island on the other side of the 
point and commanding the winter palace 
is the fortress of St. Peter and St. 
Paul. 

It will ‘thus be seen that the battery. of 
artillery which answers the salute of 
the fortress being stationed on the bourse 
Square, was almost opposite the winter 
palace. The distance separating the 
6qyare and the palace is estimated at 
about 500 yards. 


Official Account of Affair. 


‘The Official acount of today’s shooting 
effair is as follows: 

“During the ceremony of the blessing 
of the waters of the Neva today, in the 
presence of the emperor, as the usual! sa- 
lute was-~- being fired, an accident hap- 
pened. A charge of grape instead of 
@ saluting charge was fired from a gun 
Helonging to one of the batteries station- 
ed near the bourse. 

Some buliets struck the facade of the 
winter palace, near the quay gardens, 
breaking four windows. A policeman 
belonging to the St. Petersburg force wus 
wounded. According to the information 
to hand at present, no «other accident 
occurred. Inquiry continues.”

The 
effects of this illness, 1 am advised by 
my physician, will disqualify me from 
becoming a candidate fur governor in a 
campaign so soon to begin and that 
necessarily promises to be a very stren- 
uous one. 

“Even before this iliness the prudeiice 
of subjecting my health—never robust— 
to such a strain was seriously doubted, 
especially in view of exacting protes- 
sional engagements, which, in justice to 
others, could not be abandoned. 

“But now no doubt remains. Since my 
health is equal tg one or the other, but 
not to both, political must yielg to pro- 
fessional obiilgations.

The attorney general's opinion is cone | 
tained in a letter to Pension Commis- 
sioner J. W. Lindsey, which is as fol- 
lows:

Clonel Johnson is president of the Floyd 
County Cotton Growers’ Association, d 
will go to New Orleans as a delegate from 
his county organization. In discussing 
the conference he said: ! 

‘The question of how to meet the cot- 
ton situation is the biggest problem the 
south has had to meet in a good many 
years, but in my opinion the New Or- 
leans meeting will go a long ways to- 
wards solving the questions. now con- 
fronting the farmers of the south, 

“I will leave for New Orleans on Sunday | 
afternoon accompanied Dy a fine and rep- 
resentative delegation from our county. 


Floyd county, by the way, is exeception- 
ally well organized and will carry into 
effect whatever measures are adopted and 
sanctioned by the conference. 

“There have been a great many 
schemes of one kind and another put for- 
ward and a large part of these, innocent 
enough on the surface, will give the 
farmer a lot of trouble if put into prac- 
tice. A good many propositions have been 
made to loan money at a low rate of 
interest on cotton, the parties making 
the loan to take charge of the goods, 
making a contract to settle ata fu- 
ture date under the market price of cot- 
ton on that date. This game won't 
work. 

“You can fool the farmer sometimes, 
but you can’t fool him all the time. He'll 
hold his cotton himself, being a wise 
man and will not surrender it up to who- 
ever has some money to loan him. 

“Two essentia) things will be done at. 
the New Orleans conference. First, it 
will be agreed to reduce acreage and fer- 
tilizers at least twenty-five per cent, 


probably more. Second, to have the farm- 
ers hold their cotton and hold it them-'} 
selves, provision being made for the farm- 
ers to sell a certain per cent of their 
holdings: each month, so that the whole 
crop will not be placed on the market 
at one time. 

“In my opinion the solution of the cot- 
ton situation lies in the adoption of this 
two-fold plan and unless I’m mistaken 
the conference at New Orleans will hold 
the same views.”’
